Maxvill Accepts Demotion —

Dal Maxvill, Granite City shortstop owned by the St. 
Louis Cardinals, yesterday reported to the Jacksonville 
(Fla.) farm lelub of the International League. 

Maxvill, 23. who played for Granite City high school 
and the local Sacred Heart amateur team, had been aC 
his home hpre since May 5, when the Cards announced his 
assignment to the minor leagues. 

Reportedly, Maxvill had been pondering (he advis¬ 
ability of leaving baseball for a job in electrical engineer¬ 
ing. He holds a degree in that Held from Washington 
University and was a part-time faculty member at the 
college. 

Tagged with a “good-field, no-hit" label, the 5-feet-ll, 
160-pounder has been playing in the shadow of veteran 
Dick Groat. Maxvill played in 78 games for the Cards 
in 1962 afler being called up from Tulsa, where he hit 
.348. He batted .222 for the parent club. 

Spending the entire 1963 season wilh St. Louis, he 
played in.53 games and had a .235 batting average and a 
.971 fielding mark. He had been used in spot appearances 
this season. 

Veteran baseball men have speculated that Maxvill 
could hit adequately in the major leagues if given a chance 
to play regularly. He plays third base and second base 
as well as shortstop. 

The Cardinals apparently demoted the slick infielder 
because options had expired on first baseman Joff Long, 
shortstop Jerry Buchek and outfielder Doug Clemens. 
Had they been demoted, other major league clubs could 
have claimed them at next winter's draft meeting. 

MaxviU's wife told the Press-Record today that her 
husband and Cardinals officials “came to a few terms'' 
and he joined the team in Syracuse, N. Y., yesterday. The 
Maxviils have a 3's-year-old daughter and a son, born 
3 1 months ago.

A 
result has been new evidence suggesting that a high¬

During May and June, a statewide. Voluntary 
Vehicle Safety-Check Program is being conducted 
under sponsorship of the state government. The in¬ 
spection of each auto should include brakes, front 
lights and turn signals, rear lights, including stop 
and turn signals, steering, tires, exhaust system, 
glass, windshield wipers and washers, rear-view 
mirrors, the horn and seat belts. 

Although only 20 states have laws requiring 
periodic motor vehicle inspections, safety authori¬ 
ties believe that the traffic casualty toll could be 
reduced if all or nearly all cars were checked. 

•Mechanical failures and inefficiency of essen¬ 
tial safety equipment have contributed to the fact 
that Illinois annually loses more persons to auto 
accidents than it did servicemen during the entire 
Korean war. F.ach motorist can help curtail this 
tragic trend by not only driving carefully and skill¬ 
fully but also making sure that his vehicle and its 
accessories are in good enough repair - to respond 
quickly and smoothly as he drives. 


Acquisition of the McKinley Bridge was a 
major undertaking in the early years of the present 
Venice city administration. But, as Mayor Lee has 
noted at the beginning of the new fiscal year, 
there seems to he no diminishing in the volume of 
pending municipal business. 

Since the construction of a spacious street 
department garage, interest has centered on efforts 
to create an auto-train grade separation near the 
Broadway crossing.

The busy schedule, to an extent reflecting the 
fast pace ofc current ti*nes. also is viewed as an 
indication of the gains that can be made within a 
relatively short span of time by a governmental 
agency and a community. _ 

Earthquake Like End Of World 


Illinois Republicans have taken a courageous 
and commendable |action in purging nine House 
members from the '.list of persons recommended 
for nomination at the June 1 convention. 

All either are ijnembers of the Chicago “west 
side bloc" or have ^deserted their party on crucial 
House organization votes, reflecting their subserv¬ 
ience to the Democrats who employ them. The bloc 
is regarded as the political arm of the Chicago 
crime syndicate, and its members consistently op¬ 
pose anti-crime legislation and election-reform. 

The stand may cost Gubernatorial Candidate 
Percy and other Republican aspirants a few votes 
in the Chicago area, but they are now able to pre¬ 
sent themselves and their legislative running mates 
to the public with a clear conscience and a clean 
record. 

Firmly entrenched in their districts, most of 
the nine would have been difficult to dislodge ex¬ 
cept in 1964. when the reapportionment failure 
affords a unique opportunity to support on a state¬ 
wide basis only the most outstanding representa¬ 
tive candidates. 

The Democratic party would do well to take 
a cue fromVthe opposition and exclude from nom¬ 
ination its own Chicago area legislators with un¬ 
savory records. Not merely sympathizers but out¬ 
right members of the gangster syndicate have 
served in the_ Illinois legislature in some past years. 
Much of this disgrace could be eradicated if both 
parties take a forthright stand on the House nom¬ 
inations. 

Long Trial Delays Enable 
Additional Crimes To Occur 

Responsibility of attorneys and the courts 
to avoid long trial delays whenever possible is 
underscored by another instance in which a man 
free on bond for many months became involved in 
an additional law violation. 

A 22-year-old Granite Cityan initially was 
indicted for burglarizing Carp’s. Dry Goods Store 
last September. Next, he was charged with bur¬ 
glary and criminal damage to property at the P. N. 
Hirsch Co. store in November. The Carp's case has 
not come to trial due to numerous continuances. He 
was bound over to the county grand jury on the 
Hirsch case but it was not presented to either of the 
last two grand jury sessions. 

Now. the same individual has been linked to 
the theft of a book of checks and a check protec¬ 
tor from a local construction company office. Ad¬ 
mitting cashing six checks but denying the theft, he 
again has been bound over to the grand jury. 

It is. of course, possible that a defendant may 
be found innocent or may be given probation, 
which would enable him to remain free and be¬ 
come involved in a new crime. But the court sys¬ 
tem at least ought to be allowed to function within 
a reasonable amount of of time. 

Surely, on some occasions, prompt trial would 
take a suspect "out of circulation" before a sec¬ 
ond or third violation could occur. Delay, in con¬ 
trast, can create an attitude of "What have I got 
to lose?", spawning new crimes against unsuspect¬ 
ing citizens.
